office requesting authority to pay out 
550,000 to influence congress through 
an unnamed organization, apparently 
known to the Berlin authorities

ECONOMY IN FUEL 


"Wherever economy in fuel is men- 


tioned, one naturallv thinks of th 
wasto in the volumes of smoke that 
occasionally rise from factories and 
workshops. 
The smoke nuisance is 


not nearly so bad as it was some 
years ago, but there is Btill room for 
Improvement. 


The New England Coal committee 


of which Hon. James J. Storrow is 
chairman, 
makes an appeal to the 


people of New England for economy 
in fuel particularly coal. This is an 
appeal which can be complied with 
in most instances by householders, 
without loss or damage. In factories 
the temperature must be kept at a 
certain degree or the machinery and 
some lines of material will be affected. 


Householders are requested not to 


use coal for heating before Nov. 1, 
burn wood wherever possible, use oil 
heaters when it is necessary to keep 
certain parts of the house at a special 
temperature; do the cooking at one 
part of the day; save on gas and elec- 
tricity, turn off house lights when not 
actually needed. 


In office buildings, hotels and apart- 


ment houses the order is not to use 
coal before November nor after May 
'unless the temperature falls below 60 
degrees, heat no buildings in excess 
of 65 degrees, bank fires where prac- 
ticable and turn offbeat wherever it 
can be dispensed with and shut off the 
heat close to an open window. 


In business buildings not used after 


6 p. m. the fires may be banlccd at 4 
p. m. Reduce to a minimum all illum- 
ination by gas and coal made electric- 
ity. 
Feed stoves and furnaces spar- 


ingly, burn coal dust and do not throw 
away coal in the ashes. 


These points are so simple that 


many people will laugh at them and 
yet if they were faithfully followed In 
Lowell for one month, the total sav- 
ing would amount to many thousands 
of dollars. 


SUSPECTED AS GERMAN SPY 
There is a strong suspicion that a 


member of the French chamber of 
deputies named Turmel is a traitor 
who has been giving Germany infor- 
mation of state secrets.

of 27,000 Swiss francs In an envelope 
addressed to him in the ante room 
of the chamber is believed by many 
to bo a German bribo for having 
given to the German government an 
account of the secret deliberations of 
the chamber.

ada, extended the franchise to wives, 
mothers, sisters and daughters of Can- 
adian soldiers overseas and withdrawn 
the right to vote from aliens from en- 
emy countries whose Canadian natu- 
ralization is of less

15 years' 


standing.

culated, will give a military vote of 
not less than 1,000.000. 


It was announced that the first class

jy. It was less a royal function, and 
ore a gathering of democracy. Be- 
ire the king were the elected repre- 
ntatives of the people, all about him 
were tho ministers, and there were 
comparatively tow 
court 
attendants. 
The speech from the throne had been 
prepared by the ministers, and 'when 
the moment arrived for its delivery. 
the prime minister, Vcnezclos. took it 
from his pocket and passed it to the 
king for delivery. 
The pronouncement of the king, tnus 
framed by the ministry, carefully avoid- 
ed any offensive reference to the de- 
thronement oC King Constantine, for 
this was 
a 
delicate 
family 
matter 
which would involve criticism by a 
son of the art of his father. 
Hat it 
openly reversed the policy ot the for- 
mer king, in strongly approving the 
course of the entente, whom the kins 
now referred to as friends and allies 
battling for the defense of humanity, 
as against the rapacity of the central 
powers. 
As a spectacle, also, today s event 
had its Interest. 
The ministry 
had 
sought to give full scope to every roy- 
al prerogative, for-they wish the new 
king to be a real representative before 
the people of a constitutional monarchy. 
The splendid coaches of the royal es- 
tablishment, with powdered grooms and 
footmen, and heralds and outriders In 
brilliant uniforms, made an old-world 
picture of royal pagqantry, as 
the 
king moved between dense cheering 
masses, with solid lines of soldiers 
stretching from the palace to the par- 
liament chamber. . The marble collnn- 
nade of the chamber was garlanded 
with wreaths and flowers, and a great 
floral crown above the doorway indi- 
cated that even in this abode of dem- 
ocracy there was still a welcome for 
what remained ,of royalty.

Wherever economy in fuel is men- 


tioned, one naturally thinks of the 
waste in the volumes of Emoko, that 
occasionally rise from factories and 
workshops. 
The smoke nuisance is 


not nearly so bad as it was some 
years ago, but there is still room for 
improvement. 


The New England Coal committee 


of which Plon. James J. Slorrow Is 
chairman, 
makes an appeal to ihe 


people of I\Tew England for economy 
in fuel particularly coal. This is an 
appeal which can bo complied with 
in most instances by householders, 
without loss or damage. In factories, 
the temperature must be kept at a 
certain degree or the machinery and 
some lines of material will be affected. 


Householders are requested not to 


use coal for heating before Nov. 1, 
burn wood wherever possible, use oil 
heaters when it is necessary to keep 


' certain parts of the house at a special 


temperature; 
do the cooking at one 


part of the day; save on gas and elec- 
tricity, turn off house lights when not 
actually needed. 


In office buildings, hotels and apart- 


ment houses the order is not to use 
coal before November nor after May 
unless the temperature falls below CO 
degrees, heat no buildings in excess 
of 05 degrees, bank fires where prac- 
ticable and turn off heat wherever it 
can be dispensed with and shut off the 
heat close to an open window. 


In business buildings not used after 


G p. m. the fires may be banked at 4 
p. m. Reduce to a minimum nil illum- 
ination by gas and coal made electric- 
ity. 
Feed stoves and furnaces spar- 


ingly, burn coal dust and do not throw 
a"way coal in the ashes. 


These points are so simple that 


many people will laugh at them and 
yet if they were faithfully followed in 
Lowell for one month, the totnl sav- 
ing would amount to many thousands 
of dollars.

Sherman Law Denounced 


A vigorous denunciation of the oper- 


ation of the Sherman anti-trust act as 
hampering tho efforts of business men 
o aid the government in prosecution 
of the war was made by Alba B. John- 
son, president of the Baldwin Locomo- 
tive works. 


'If there is any one thing this has 


demonstrated," he said, "It Is that tho 
principle of the Sherman act will not 
stand the strain of war.

ment itself Is eliminating competition 
and has realized that business must be

The only way to reach tha^t 
basis is conferences among producers.
